Lehman inmate 
Escapes From 
Work Crew 


Duane R. Welch, 27, escaped from a 
Camp Lehman work crew on Wednesday 
morning, August 23, while working at the 
Interlochen State Park, across from the In- 
terlochen Music Camp. 

Welch was last seen during a routine 
prisoner count conducted by a Camp Leh- 
man supervisor at 9 a.m. The same super- 
visor noticed Welch was missing ap- 
proximately 15 minutes later. 

Welch, from Grayling, was convicted for 
breaking and entering in March, 1988, in 
Crawford County and was sentenced to 6-15 
years by Judge William Porter. 

As of Tuesday, August 29, Camp Lehman 
officials reported that Welch had not been 
apprehended. ‘

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Crawford AuSable Becomes In-Formula 


The Crawford-AuSable School District (CASD) 
is now an In-formula district, at least for the 1989- 
90 school year, and as a result of this status, the 
district will receive approximately $40 per 
student in state membership aid. 

In-formula status occurs when the state's 
financial guarantee per pupil for a particular

school district's millage rate is higher than its 
local property taxes per pupil. When this hap- 
pens, the state makes up the difference in mem- 
bership aid. 

School Superintendent Kent Reynolds said the

would have been higher per pupil than the state’s 
guarantee we would have received nothing,’’ he 
sald. 

Reynolds and Assistant Superintendent Paul 
Lerg notified the CASD Board of Education that 
recent Increases In the state aid formula and the 
district's four year trend of low property value 
increases have caused the district to skip back 
in-formula. 

Because the district could move back and forth 
between in-formula and out-of-formula status for 
several years, the Board decided to join the in- 
formula caucus of the Michigan Association of 
School Administrators as well as maintaining an 
associate membership in the Michigan Out-of- 
Formula District Association. The Board also 
agreed to contribute to the in-formula caucus 
litigation account which funds legal research to 
determine whether a law suit can be brought 
against the State of Michigan for failure to 
provide an equal education opportunity for all 
Michigan students. 

As an in-formula district and no longer subject 
to categorical recapture, the district will realize 
an additional $15,000 in state categorical aid. 

The CASD Board of Education received a third 
piece of good news at its August 14th meeting. 
Reynolds and Lerg explained that as a result of 
intense lobbying conducted by northern 
Michigan superintendents since 1986, the state 
legistature has established a new low income 
categorical aid program which will bring ap- 
proximately $129 per pupil in additional state aid 
to the local schools. Reynolds said these school 
administrators argued that income, as well as 
property values, should be used as indicators of 
district wealth. Districts whose average 
household income is below 75 percent of the state 
average household income will receive low in- 
come categorical aid. Until the CASD office 
receives confirmation of the exact dollar 
amount, Reynolds said the Board has only 
budgeted 80 percent of the anticipated revenue.

Local 1071st Unit Exceeds Germany Objectives

The program is designed to study the 
feasability of reserve units doing maintenance 
support missions in Hurope. During their annual 
training mission, the 1071st was involved in 
numerous repair projects, including work on 
tank turrets, engineer equipment, fuel dispen- 
sing and electrical equipment, tents, and small 
arms. They also ran a reassembly line for 2%- 
ton trucks, using reconditioned parts.

Comparing the way 
hospitals conduct 
business as opposed to 
for-profit ventures was 
the topic of discussion 
at the Grayling 
Promotional Associa- 
tlon's meeting held 
Tuesday, August 15. 

‘Most businesses 
exist solelyto make a 
profit,” commented 
Noreen Davis, Vice 
President of Patient 
Care Services and 
Operations at Mercy 
Hospital/Grayling. 
““Mercy's primary 
concern is saving lives. 
If it wasn't, the cost of 
health care would be 
many times what it is 


hospitals are not 
profitable due to the 
method tn which they 
are paid, Davis elted 
an example of a fully 
staffed emergency 
room, waiting = for 
patients. 

‘We can’t afford not 
to have an ER staff on 
hand, just in case you 
do need them — 
because they make the 
difference between 
saving a life and losing 
one,’' she noted.

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Let's Talk About It

With the help of my good buddy, 
Larry Duvall, | finally found Pere 
Cheney. IT have wanted to go cut 
there for some time. About the 
only thing that’s left there is the old 
cemetery. Thanks to the American 
Legion it is cleaned up and looks 
pretty good, The vandals, who got 
their kicks by breaking up tom- 
bstones, must be very proud of 
themselves. People, with minds 
that are sick, deserve our pity not 
our anger. They are the kind of 
people, who | wish a lot of luck, 
(ALI, BAD). While checking tom- 
bstones, I saw another heart 
breaker, the graves of the children 
of Wrank and Frances Barber. 
They lost three children in Decen- 
ber of 1898. Hattie (age 9), Ray 
(age 8} and Roy (age 6). It's things 
like that which tell you of the real 
hell of those early days. 


One thing about the early settlers 
in this area, they were not inclined 
to judge a man, except on merit. 
Charles F. Kelly, who was a mer- 
chant in Frederic, was a black 
man, Examining his business 
ledgers shows he had a good trade 
with most of the folks in Frederic in 
those days. I see my grandfather, 
Joseph Charron, did ai tot of 


business with Mr. Kelly. When Mr. 
Kelly died, on the 4th of November, 
1909, the folks had a big funeral for 
him. He is buried here in Grayling, 
near the front of the cemetery, 
beneath a large tombstone. There 
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were other blacks among the early 
settlers, In Crawford County. My 
mother told of one (I forget the 
name), who lived in Maple Forest. 
Seems he was quite a deer hunter, 
he used to say, he could just squat 
down and the deer thought he was 
just another black stump. 

There is a new display at the 
museum that everyone should see. 
How many of you old timers 
remember the J. R. Skingsley 
home, that stood out in Beaver 
Creek Township, near the corner of 
Merrio and Fletcher Roads? Well, 
if you can’t remember just how it 
looked, stop in at the museum and 
refresh your memory. Thanks to 
szeorge and Mary Lokken and other 
family members, there is an exact 
scale model of the Skingsley home 
on display there. The detail of this 
model is really fantastic. With a lot 
of pictures and loving memories, 
they have recreated the home and 
it's furnishings to precise scale. It 
was a very beautiful home that 
must have had a lot of great 
memories, for them. You owe it to 
yourself, to stop in to see it.

MICHIGAN’S BELL Lucas has 
moved off the nation’s front pages 
and into the relative obscurity of a 
lower level post in the Department 
of Justice. 

So it’s farewell to Bill Lucas. The 
nation may never hear of him or 
fromhimagain. | 

He had his hour in the sun. <Ac- 
tually it stretched out into several 
_ weeks of notoriety. 

Mr. Lucas, who built his political 
record in Michigan, was nominated 
by President George Bush _ to 
become Assistant Attorney 
General for Civil Rights. 

At the time the nomination was 
made, it seemed inspired. Mr. 
Lucas had been born in a New York 
ghetto, earned a law degree, 
worked briefly in the Justice 
Department then built a life-long 
record of accomplishment in the 
field of law enforcement, first as an 
FBI agent and then as sheriff of 
Wayne County. He was elected as 
first Wayne County administrator 
and ran for governor of Michigan, a 
major state where minority affairs 
are important. 

And on top of all this, Bill Lucas 
was black. What more could 
anyone ask? 

* * * 

WELL, IT DIDN’T work out that 
way at all. Most organized civil 
rights leaders opposed his appoin- 
tment. So did most congressional 
liberals. Not enough experience in 
the law, his opponents argued. Not 
enough commitment to civil rights, 
they charged. 

In pursuing these criticisms of 
Bill Lucas’ appointment, his 
detractors drew out lots of other 
things, too -- jail conditions in 
Wayne county, treatment of 
prisoners, trips to Las Vegas, etc., 
 etc., ete. 

What was the real rap against 
Bill Lucas? His lack of legal ex- 
_ perience was a major part of the 
problem; it was a_ tangible 
. argument where his foes could 
hang their hat. How much trial ex- 
perience is needed to run a depar- 
tment of 151 attorneys is open to 
some yuestion, however. Robert 
Kennedy proved that all he needed 
to run the whole Department of 
Justice was winning the appoin- 
tment. 

Mr. Lucas’ commitment to civil 
rights was a real hang-up, too. His 
friends argued that Bill Lucas’ 
whole life was a commitment to 
civil rights; leaders of the 
organized civil rights groups 
wouldn't buy that argument. Bill 
Lucas had been too quiet along the 
way.

MR. LUCAS DIDN’T help him- 
self in his senate committee 
hearing, either. He sounded a bit 
fuzzy on civil rights legislation, and 
he allowed that recent supreme 
court decisions -- decried by civil 
rights activists and other civil 
libertarians as severely limiting 
their past gains -- really weren’t all 
that important after all. In this, 
Mr. Lucas was echoing the line 
already established by President 
Bush and Atty. General Dick Thor- 
nburgh, his chief benefactors; 
what else could he say? 

At any event, Bill Lucas lost. The 
vote in the committee was a tie 7-7. 
One Democratic senator switched 
sides; otherwise it was a straight 
party-line decision. Politics? 
Probably. 

So Mr. Bush found another haven 
for Mr. Lucas. He named him 
director of the Office of Liaison 
Services within the Department of 
Justice. 

Mr. Lucas will make as much 
money in this job as the other one, 
at $80,700 a year. He’ll be in charge 
of two other lawyers and a staff of 
six. His job will be to work with 
state and local governments, law 
enforcement agencies and other 
local groups on behalf of the attor- 
ney general. 

* * * 


WHAT A COMEDOWN for Bill 
Lucas. But for the record, he in- 
dicated he was happy with the new 
position. Anywhere he could help 
he would be glad to serve .... that’s 
the Bill Lucas line. And it’s 
probably true. 

Besides, this job doesn’t need 
senate confirmation. Mr. Thor- 
nburgh's predecessor, Edwin 
Meese, set it up a few years ago to 
take care of a friend of his who 
needed a job. And, like most 
government jobs, once created, it 
exists. 

If George Bush is elected twice -- 
as he probably will be -- and if Bill 
Lucas continues to serve 
throughout the Bush ad- 
ministration as director of the Of- 
fice of Liaison -- ag he very likely 
could -- then Mr. Laicas will be 
nearly 70 and at a good, solid 
retirement age, when things will 
change again for him. 

It’s too bad. Mr. Lucas had a lot 
to offer in a public position. He 
won't get much of a chance to 
benefit the public welfare in his 
new poat. 

But it is, after all, a job. 

And the sad truth is that maybe 
that's all Bill Lucas really wanted 
all along,

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Notes from the Woods '

Columnist Ann Landers, nor- 
mally known for her common sense 
advice, must have needed a break 
the other day. She printed a list of 
ways of “How to Know You are 
Growing Older,”’ sent In by Howard 
from Hollis, N.Y. 

His list included such humorous 
items as: ‘You sink your teeth ina 
steak and they stay there’ and 
“Your little black book contains 
only names ending in MD.” 

Some of the items seemed 
touching -- even sad -- such as: 
‘You know all the answers, but 
nobody asks you the questions” and 
‘You look forward to a= dull 
evening.” 

Ann thought that the list was 
‘‘Runnee!’’ I guess if she can laugh 
at the perils of growing older, good 
for her. And certainly, as my 
friend Mike says, ‘‘Growing older 
is better than its alternative.” 

But I used a different measure to 
know that I was growing older. 
And I wasn’t laughing. It was the 
night I took my dad to see the lunar 
eclipse -- instead of my dad taking 
me. 

My father has always loved the 
natural world. He originally plan- 
ned on a career that would allow 
him to work outside. I remember 
his telling us how one summer 
when he was young he enjoyed his 
job as a forest ranger in Wisconsin, 
assigned to a fire tower in the 
woods. 

Maybe, if the events of World 
War II had not interrupted his 
college studies, he might have gone 
into forestry or conservation or 
natural resources work. As it was, 
his reserve unit was called into ac- 
tion. Then after the war ended, he 
never returned to the university or 
his forest ranger job. he became a 
businessman, and he spent his 
career working mainly indoors. 

But he continued to love the out- 
doors. And he shared his love with 
my brothers and me. 

He would take us into the yard to 
look at a snake swallowing its prey, 
a@ spider building its web, a bird 
feeding its baby. 

Driving in the car, he would pull 
over to the shoulder to show us a 
doe with her spotted fawn, a rac- 
coon with its masked eyes, a por- 
cupine with its protective quills. 

In the woods, he taught us why 
leaves change color in the autumn. 
He showed us how to tell the ap- 
proximate age of a tree by counting 
its rings. He made us pause to 
listen to the eerie call of the loon on 
the lake. He pointed out the hawk 
and the eagle flying through the 
sky. 

He showed us the heavens. He 
took us outside to see the Northern 
lights shine low on the horizon. He 
identified the major constellations 
and told us why the Indians had 
given the stars certain names. He 
described cloud formations and 
predicted the weather from them. 

My mother tells us that one 
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spring day after we had grown up 
and left home, Dad called her to the 
front door. ‘‘See that funnel cloud 
down the street?” he asked. 
“That's a tornado.” ‘Don't you 
think we should go down to the 
basement, Joe?" she replied. “Ina 
minute,’ he said. 

He was right. The tornado ripped 
a home from its foundations and 
damaged the grade school my 
brothers had attended. But it en- 
tranced my dad, who stood in the 
doorway calmly watching It. 

I've never been afraid of storms. 
My father taught me to appreciate 
the beauty in the sound of thunder, 
the sight of lightning, the smell of 
rain, the feel of electricity in the 
air. 

On the infrequent occasions and 
solar or lunar eclipses, he told us 
the astronomical reasons for their 
occurrence, then always took us 
outside to watch them. 

When the moon disappeared 
from the sky two weeks ago, I hap- 
pened to be with my parents. The 
event was announced on _ the 
television and radio and in the 
newspaper. So I might have expec- 
ted my dad to mention it, to take 
me by the hand into the night to 
watch as the moon slowly disap- 
peared slowly and temporarily 
from the sky. 

But, really, I knew that he 
wouldn't. For the past few years, 
my father has been slipping away 
from us, plagued by a disease that 
is gradually stripping him of his 
awareness of the natural world, his 
ability to converse meaningfully, 
his intellectual processes. 

He said nothing to me about the 
eclipse. So, instead, I showed it to 
him. I took him by the hand and we 
went from the house into the night 
twice, once as the eclipse was just 
beginning, and again, when the 
moon was nearly obscured. As we 
watched, I reminded him that he 
and I have a history of seeing eclip- 
ses together. He murmured a 
polite assent, but it wasn’t clear if 
he remembered. 

I wasn’t prepared for my new 
responsibility. I hadn’t even found 
out the astronomical reasons for its 
occurrence so I could tell him why 
the moon was disappearing. 

If he had been showing the eclip- 
se to us children, he would have 
known that. He would have plan- 
ned the family’s evening around 
the celestial event. He would have 
taken us by the hand to the 
backyard to watch its progress. He 
would have been prepared. 

So on that night the little girl still 
in me cried silently, ‘I want my 
dad to show me the eclipse!’’ But 
the woman that is me answered 
sensibly, ‘‘He can't do that 
anymore. Now the eclipse is your 
responsibility. That’s the way that 
things are.’’ 

And it is also the way I know Iam 
growing older. But unlike Ann 
Landers, I don’t think it’s so funny. 
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What you say to children can determine how they 
feel about themselves. And how they feel about 
you. When you're upset, get hold of yourself. Stop 
and think about what you’re saying. Stop using 
words that hurt. Start using words that help.

ADDITIONAL PROGRAMS 


In response to the increased revenues from in- 
formula and categorical aid, the Board created 
the position of elementary counselor and had 
decided to open an additional kindergarten sec- 
tion to be located at the Frederic Elementary 
School. 

Reynolds said the CASD has posted the 
elementary counselor position and is attempting 
to fill the position for the coming schoo! year. He 
said with the increasing numbers of students at 
risk and the increasing pressures experienced by 
students from many directions, an elementary 
counselor is needed to help students address 
these problems, and enable them to get on with 
the business of learning. 

“T really feel that the benefits the children are 
going to derive from the counselor are 
unlimited,’’ said Melvin (Pat) Nunn, Grayling 
Elementary School Principal. ‘‘We are going to 
be able to look at the total child and no longer use 
the ‘bandage approach’ to problem solving."’ 

Nunn said that the counselor will be able to 
help the elementary children deal with a broad 
spectrum of problems including helping a child 
deal with a death in the family, retention 
situations and helping to correlate school and 
community programs designed to help children. 

Increased kindergarten enrollment has caused 
the present classes to swell to an average of 30 
students, which Reynolds said is unacceptably 
large. The additional section will reduce the 
average kindergarten class to 26 students. The 

- district is in the process of contacting parents of 
kindergarten students by telephone, offering 20 
students the opportunity to attend the Frederic 
class. 

Other expenses authorized by the Board in- 
cluded the following purchases: two new buses 
on order will be purchased on a cash basis rather 
than financed over five years resulting in a 
savings of $15,000; additional musical in- 
struments wili be purchased for the high school 
band on a cash basis saving $9,000 in finance 
charges, a public address system will be pur- 
chased for the Grayling Blementary School and 
a new public address module will be purchased 
for the Grayling High School to replace the out- 
dated 16 year old module; computer equipment 
will be purchased for the Central Office to enable 
the district to go on line for their fiscal operation 
with the Bay Arenac Intermediate School

OTHER ACTION TAKEN 


The CASD Board of Education was notified 
that the district's preschool program was being 
transferred to the high school building for the 
1989-90 school] year. This change was necessary 
because there was no space available in elther 
elementary school. 

The classroom to be used at the high school is 
located at the end of a corridor near the exit 
This will make it 
easier for the young students entering and 
leaving the building. The classroom is also 
located next to bathrooms that are not used by 
high school students and will be made available 
exclusively to preschool students. Location in 
the high school building has the added benefit of 
the availability of high school students enrolled 
in child care and development classes. 

The Board of Education also took action to 
adopt a revision of the District Athletic Code to 
allow for suspension from participation in 
athletics for up to a full calendar year for 
possession or use of alcoholic beverages, illegal 
drugs or tobacco products. The old policy called 
for a suspension for the remainder of the sport 
season during which the offense took place on for 
a period of tweive weeks. 

Reynolds explained that this revision gives the 
athletic department a greater range of 
disciplinary action which includes from 20 per- 
cent of the season to a full calendar year, depen- 
ding on the degree of the offense. He said the 
new suspension ruling also allows the athletic 
dept. to take action even if the offense does not 
occur on school property or during school hours. 
If an athlete is involved with illegal drugs during 
the weekend, in another community, the athlete 
is still vulnerable to disciplinary action by the 
district’s athletic dept.

A person whose 
Social Security check 
does not arrive on the 
day it is expected 
should wait for three 
more mail deliveries 
before contacting the 
Social Security office. 
This will take care ofa 
good share of delayed 
checks. If the check 
still has not arrived by 
the third day, the 
people at the Social 
Security office can 
begin action. 

The most common 
cause of failure to 
receive a check is 
failure to report a 
change of address. 
Many people do not 
notify Social Security 
when they move, even 
though they rely on 
their Social Security 
checks as their 
primary source of in- 
come. 

Some people think it 
ig enough to report 
their new address to 
the post office. 
However, the post of- 
fice will forward mail 
to the new address for 
just one year. After 
that, the check may be 
returned to the U.S. 
Treasury. If the check 
is returned and the 
new address provided, 
it usually takes about 
four or five days for a 
new check to be sent. 
If the check was not 
returned, a stop order 
will be put on it, and 


the matter will be 
transferred to 
Washington, D.C. to 


see if the check has 
been cashed.
